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ing. Haringey police have arrested two 16-year- 
old boys on suspicion of robbery. 

On a website set up to reveal alleged violence 
and bad behaviour at the Catholic secondary 
school ( www.haringeyfoss.blogspot.com ), parents 
are calling for an overhaul of discipline proce¬ 
dures and for the resignation of headteacher Dr 
Colm Hickey. 

A statement on the Friends Of St Thomas 
More School (FOSS) website reads: “A recent 
spate of gang shoplifting in local shopping out¬ 
lets and the infamous Facebook recording of 
pupils’ alcohol rampage that took place on the 
school’s premises on the day that Seb Coe 
visited has taken the school’s public reputation 
to a new low, despite the headteacher’s efforts to 
keep parents and staff in the dark. 

“Today, fear of another scandalous Facebook 
video emerged after a crowd of Year 11 pupils 
assembled in a school building to engage in an 
underage alcohol-led rampage. The outrageous 
episode took place as pupils descended on the 
humanities corridor during lunch hour, with pupils 
downing vodka amongst other alcoholic bever¬ 
ages in full view of CCTV cameras. 

“FOSS is making the local community, parents 
and staff at the school aware of the contents of 
this video in order to prevent the headteacher’s 
continued self-preservation tactics of veiling 
such incidents from staff, parents and pupils, 
preventing a much-needed change in leadership.” 

Isaac Phillips, chairman of governors, said: 
“We are aware of the anonymous campaign 
being orchestrated against Dr Hickey and two 
deputy headteachers. I wish to express my full 
support and backing for Dr Hickey and the 
school’s leadership.” 


Dr Hickey said FOSS was “an anonymous 
pressure group” which has never made any 
direct contact with him or, to his knowledge, 
anyone associated with the school. “Both the 
NUT and NASUWT unions have written to 
me to distance themselves from the FOSS 
campaign and express their support for the 
school’s leadership team,” he said. 

“Both videos have been fully investigated. In 
the first, all of the students involved were inter¬ 
viewed and received exclusions. In the second, 
again all the boys involved were interviewed by 
me with their parents. All have expressed 
remorse for their actions, have written letters of 
apology and accept that they will not be admit¬ 
ted into the sixth form. 

“In addition, the school has passed the video 
on to the police who are following their own 
investigations and considering whether or not 
any crimes have been committed and if any 
arrests or prosecutions need to take place.” 

The school was judged “satisfactory” in an 
Ofsted inspection last year but behaviour was 
earmarked as a concern. Inspectors said: “Some 
students are concerned about bullying or bois¬ 
terous behaviour.” They also found that pupils’ 
behaviour was “not managed consistently well”. 

However, teachers do have to contend with 
more than half the students speaking a first lan¬ 
guage other than English and the fact that more 
than a quarter have special educational needs. 

A police spokeswoman said: “Borough offi¬ 
cers are liaising with the school and the local 
authority in an effort to identify possible victims 
and any potential student involvement.”

PLANS to give Hornsey Town Hall a 
facelift which could pave the way for a 
“cultural renaissance” in the heart of 
Crouch End have been approved. 

Planning chiefs at Haringey Council 
have given the green light to ambitious 
proposals to restore the much-loved 
Grade II-listed building, in The Broad¬ 
way, and bring it back into community 
use with public halls, theatre space, 
cafes, bars and landscaping. Parts of 
the building and surrounding land will 
be developed to help cover renovation 
costs, including four four-bed houses, 
three four-bed flats, 20 three-bed flats, 
61 two-bed flats and 35 one-bed flats. 

The town hall square will also get a 


makeover and be used for public events. 

Joe Goldberg, cabinet member for 
finance and resources, said: “I’m pleased 
that these plans have been given approval 
and that, at long last, we’re going to be 
able to bring Hornsey Town Hall back 
into use for the benefit of the community. 

“We know how much the town 


hall means to local residents and we’re 
really excited at the prospect of seeing it 
restored to its former glory.” 

The council has been locked in a four- 
year struggle with the Hornsey Town 
Hall Creative Trust in which they dis¬ 
cussed how best to revitalise the build¬ 
ing for the benefit of Haringey residents. 

Trust chairwoman Ann Wilks said: “We 
are delighted that the planning commit¬ 
tee has given the green light to proceed 
with the restoration. There is still much 
work to be done, not least the continu¬ 
ing development of the business model 
which will ensure the town hall has a 
sustainable long-term future and one that 
delivers our vision to both the local and 
wider north London community.” 

The trust, which is made up of 
nine residents and two Haringey 
councillors, will take on the steward¬ 
ship and management responsibili¬ 
ties when the building is restored.

Prostitute is 
banned from 
housing block 

A PROSTITUTE has been banned 
from a sheltered housing block in 
Tottenham after approaching 
residents and offering sex. 

Kelly Tottle can no longer enter 
the block in Beaufoy Road 
following action by Haringey 
Council’s anti-social behaviour 
team. They gathered evidence that 
Tottle was entering the building 
and offering sex for money, despite 
her approaches being rejected. 

She also intimidated vulnerable 
residents into parting with large 
sums of cash, forcing them to hand 
over cheques of up to £500 at a 
time. One cheque for £3,000 was 
nearly handed over by one elderly 
resident, although a Homes For 
Haringey manager stopped this. 

The team also secured an 
injunction against another resident 
who colluded with Tottle and caused 
alarm and distress to residents. 

Breach of an injunction is a 
criminal offence and can attract a 
prison sentence of up to five years. 

Councillor Bernice Vanier, 
cabinet member for community 
safety and cohesion, said: “These 
individuals caused distress to 
vulnerable people. Thanks to the 
support of the manager and 
residents in the accommodation, 
we were able to help protect them 
from further harassment.”

Carer concerned that 
mentally ill will suffer 
in big health shake-up

PEOPLE with mental health problems 
will suffer if a proposed government 
health overhaul is rolled out, a carer 
from Tottenham has warned. 

Ray Churchill, who has cared for his 
schizophrenic wife and 22-year-old son 
Mark for more than two decades, has 
major concerns about a radical revamp 
of the NHS which will abolish primary 
care trusts and place GPs in the driving 
seat of medical services and budgets 
across the country 

Mr Churchill, 59, fears many mentally 
ill patients could “fall through the net” 
and believes the changes are being 
driven through to save cash rather than 
to improve care. 

He told the Advertiser: “Getting GPs 
to do everything is a penny-pinching 
exercise. Doctors have very little train¬ 
ing in mental health, probably only a 
couple of days of training in becoming a 
GP - it is such a specialist field. When 
I saw my GP when my son was first ill 
he told me I probably knew more about 
Mark’s illness than he did. 

“GPs will hold the reins on the purse 
strings now, which does concern me. 
We are going to see a lot of people fall 
through the net and we will see fatalities 
out there, because of GPs not being able 
to cope. I am concerned they will only 


see retrospectively the signs of people 
becoming psychotically ill.” 

The shake-up is being hailed as the 
most far-reaching restructuring of the 
NHS since its inception in 1948. Under 
the plans, all hospitals will become 
independent from government control, 
including The Whittington Hospital in 
Highgate Hill, Archway, which was 
saved from being downgraded after a 
huge public campaign. 


“Mental health always becomes a soft 
target,” added Mr Churchill. “That and 
the elderly. Change is not always for the 
best and the government is not looking 
for change but for drastic ways of saving 
money. If you support mentally ill people 
in the right way, they do not have to go 
into hospital. This is going to see people 
being forced into hospital because they 
aren’t going to get proper care.”

“I AM optimistic because GPs 
see patients all day long. 
They are there on the front 
line and they have years and 
years of experience of the 
needs of ordinary people,” 
said Sue Hessel, officer for 
vulnerable groups within 
Haringey Federation Of 
Residents’ Associations. 

Ms Hessel also played a 
central role in the Better 
Local Healthcare Campaign, 
in which Haringey residents 
joined together to campaign 
against the loss of local 
health services. Haringey had 
six major hospitals in the 
1980s but the borough now 
has none and residents 
instead have to use their 
nearest services at the North 
Middlesex University Hospital, 
in Edmonton, or The 
Whittington Hospital in 
Highgate Hill, Archway. 

“Primary care trusts have 
only themselves to blame for 
being out of a job,” explained 
Ms Hessel. 

“They haven’t understood 
that their job was to serve 
the community. It wasn’t just 
about commissioning services, 
it was about listening to 
patients and then looking to 
get the best deal on services. 

“During the Better Local 
Healthcare Campaign in 
Haringey, many people spent 
considerable time talking to

the PCTs about the needs of 
the community. They haven’t 
listened. The bureaucrats at 
the top have creamed off 
so much of the money for 
themselves it has just become 
a big, complex mess. 

“The government has 
invested billions in the NHS 
- if only we could get that 
money to patients and start 
getting it right.” 

A spokeswoman for NHS 
Haringey said: “We already 
work extremely closely with 
GPs so that they can deliver 
the services they need to 
their patients. Over the coming 
weeks and months we will 
work with GPs, local hospitals 
and partner organisations to 
consider how best we take 
this forward and improve 
health outcomes in Haringey.” 


Spurs becomes the first Premiership 
club to ban vuvuzelas from stadium 


SPURS have announced they will ban 
vuvuzelas from White Hart Lane on match 
days, becoming the first Premier League club 
to do so. 

The plastic horns gained notoriety during 
the World Cup in South Africa this summer 
after their incessant drone was heard on TV 
channels around the world, but retailers across 
Britain have been stocking up on the unusual 
instruments, anticipating a surge in sales. 

However, fans and players say their 
distinctive monotone ruins a match’s 
atmosphere and detracts from the game. 


A club spokesman said: “Following 
discussions with the police and 
representatives from the local licensing 
authorities, the club will not be permitting 
vuvuzelas or similar instruments into White 
Hart Lane on match days. 

“We are concerned that the presence of the 
instruments could impact on the ability of all 
supporters to hear any emergency safety 
announcements.” 

The Premier League stopped short of 
implementing a widespread ban, saying it 
was down to individual clubs to decide.

Going for a song: 
crack down on the 
market sale of wild 


C RUEL gangs of poach¬ 
ers are trapping wild 
songbirds in the Lee 
Valley and selling them in 
nearby markets and shops to 
fuel a lucrative black-market 
trade, the Advertiser has learned. 

Several goldfinches, small 
birds which are prized for their 
strikingly coloured feathers and 
pleasant song, have already been 
seized by the Met’s specialist 
wildlife crime unit, and officers 
have warned they are likely to 
be only the “tip of the iceberg”. 

Three men with a rottweiler 
were spotted in broad daylight 
in Tottenham Marshes smearing 
bushes with rodent glue before 
luring the birds onto them and 
then caging them for sale. In an 
inquiry focusing chiefly on the 
Algerian and north African 
communities in east London, 
police have urged residents to 
watch out for trappers in action 
as well as wild birds being sold 
for up to £100 each.

Sergeant Rowan Healey, from 
the wildlife crime unit, told the 
Advertiser: “The selling of song¬ 
birds is nothing new. It used to 
happen in a lot in pubs in the East 
End in the 1960s and 1970s, but 
we thought it had gone away. 

“We now know that this is 
common practice in some parts 
of the Lee Valley. There is a 
long tradition of having song¬ 
birds in houses in north African 
countries and it seems people 
want to continue this in the UK, 
so there is a nice little market 
to sell them here. But it is an 
absolute offence to capture wild 
birds and sell them on.” 

The three Algerian suspects 
seen by patrolling Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood officers in Tottenham 


Marshes were using a bait bird 
of the same species which they 
placed in a bush in a cage 
stuffed with leaves. 

Being highly territorial, other 
goldfinches come to investigate 
and are then trapped by the 
glue. Line nylon “mist nets” are 
also known to be used. Then 
they come and pick the birds 
off, put them into cages and 
carry them off. 

The experience is traumatic 
for the birds, Sergeant Healey 
explained. “They bite them¬ 
selves half to death in the cages 
and pull their feathers out in 
distress. I don’t know how 
many of them die in captivity or 
moult to the extent that they are 
no longer sellable.” 

The three men, aged in their 
twenties and thirties, two from 
Haringey and one from Waltham 
Lorest, were arrested and cau¬ 
tioned. The maximum sentence

1981 is a six-month spell in jail 
and a £6,000 fine. A keen bird 
watcher contacted police after 
he spotted goldfinches being 
sold in a market in Walthamstow 
High Street and, just last week, 
a woman spotted another in a 
Walthamstow pet shop. 

“Again it was an Algerian who 
had been sold to by Algerians,” 
explained Sergeant Healey. “I’m 
not saying it is exclusively 
Algerians doing this or that we 
are targeting a particular branch 
of society but that is the infor¬ 
mation we have at the moment. 
It may simply be that they are 
ignorant of the law. But their 
actions will not be tolerated.” 

Birds which do not have a 
metal ring on their leg, or those 
with an incomplete ring, are 
likely to be wild.

Navigation Inn in Ponders End 
who seemed to be preparing to 
trap birds. Siskins, yellow and 
green birds which are closely 
related to the goldfinch, have 
also been trapped in the past. 

In 2008, the RSPB received 
64 reports of the illegal taking, 
possession or sale of wild birds 
such as finches. 


They admit there is a “ready 
market” in the UK for trapped 
wild finches and say some birds 
trapped in the UK are exported 
to other European countries 
such as Malta. The birds seized 
by police will now be released 
back into the wild with the help 
of the RSPCA. 

“I’m sure it is not the first 
time these men have done it,” 
Sergeant Healey warned. “I’m 
sure they sold a lot to various 
people but they have not come 
to light yet. If there were a few 
more eyes and ears around and 
people were more aware, we 
may be able to get to the bottom 
of this.”

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Mechanic is forced to

A BULLYING car mechanic whose 
unlicensed scrapyard and garage took 
over his neighbours’ gardens has been 
forced to clear up the eyesore. 

The man used his neighbours’ gardens 
to store vehicles, piles of spare parts and 
also used the land to repair and spray 
cars. The mess had grown from his home 
at 177 Philip Lane to encroach on sur¬ 
rounding properties and neighbours say 
they were threatened when they com¬ 
plained and tried to reclaim their gardens. 

Other neighbours complained to 
Haringey Council about the constant 
noise and nuisance caused by the 
mechanic’s illegal activity. 

He was eventually forced to clean up 
his act when the council’s enforcement 
team stepped in, with the help of 
Haringey police. Two people from the 
garage were also arrested by police for 
possessing a stolen vehicle. 

Councillor Nilgun Canver, cabinet 
member for neighbourhoods, said: “I am 
so pleased our enforcement team man¬ 
aged to get this area cleared and people 
now have their gardens back. Apart from 
having to look out at this eyesore of scrap 
metal and old cars, there was the noise 
and illegal activity to put up with. We 
cannot have this happening in our bor¬ 
ough and will fight it wherever we can.”

Youngsters step back 2,000 
years for their pottery class 


PUPILS from Northumberland 
Park Community School put 
themselves in the place of their 
Roman ancestors this week 
as they recreated a Roman kiln 
in Highgate Wood. 

The original kiln, the only one 
of its kind in London, was found 
during excavations at the woods 
in 1970 and has been in storage 
at Bruce Castle Museum ever 
since. The kiln is now being 
recreated as part of a £20,000 
project involving the Museum 
of London, Bruce Castle 
Museum and the City of London 
Corporation, which owns 
the woods. 

Students from the school, 
based in Trulock Road, 


Tottenham, helped recreate the 
scene in Highgate as it would 
have been at around 50-150AD 
using a replica of the original 
kiln to fire pots. With the help 
of a professional potter, they 
designed, made and dried the 
clay pots using the same 
methods as the Romans would 
have done 2,000 years ago. 

Deborah Hedgecock, curator 
at Bruce Castle Museum, said: 
“Our project is a one-off 
opportunity for the young people 
to use their imagination and 
creative talents. This is a 
wonderful hands-on experience 
for them, being literally in touch 
with the ancient past and their 
local heritage.”

Fresh box of tricks 


WHAT a story this is turning into - 
yet another triumph in the golden 
age of animation started 15 years 
ago with the very first Toy Story. 

And what’s even more serendipi¬ 
tous is that, despite the franchise’s 
brilliant track record, I genuinely 
thought it would finally come a crop¬ 
per because what part three has 
ever been good, for crying out loud? 

The fact it’s in 3D also suggested 
a desperate last-minute act by pro¬ 
ducers to compensate for a lack of 
substance using the latest fad. 

How wrong I was. From the typi¬ 
cally genius Pixar short film at the 
start - what happens when day 
meets night - we know this is going 
to be good... very good. Next, we’re 
thrust into a bonkers, high-octane 
chase involving Woody fighting Mr 
Potato Head on top of a moving 
train, plunging thousands of feet to 
certain death, before being rescued 
by Buzz Lightyear prior to an inter- 
galatic battle between space pigs 
and dinosaurs, before we realise this 
is another adventure of Andy’s, the 
toys’ owner, and we’re back in the 
suburban setting of part one and 
two. 


But then we flash forward a 
decade or so to Andy as a 17-year- 
old on the verge of leaving for col¬ 
lege and boxing up his childish toys 
for the attic. 

Early retirement in the dusty dark 
seems a distinct possibility 
before a crucial mistake means 
they are sent off to the Sunnyside 
Daycare where children will play 
with them all day and the toys are 
overseen by the seemingly benign 
strawberry-scented teddy called 
Lotso (short for Lots-o’-Huggin 
Bear) and his fashion-obsessed 
right-hand man, Ken (who often 


gets narked because, “I am NOT 
a girls’ toy. Why do guys keep say¬ 
ing that?!”). 

But something is rotten in the 
state of Sunnyside and a great 
escape must take place involving 
ingenious thrills and spills, hilarious 
new characters and a journey into 
what looks like the pits of hell. 

What’s more, the affecting ending 
- in which we’re reminded that 
adulthood sometimes means letting 
go of the things you love - extends 
the gamut of emotions experienced 
in this dazzling, hearfelt film.

Beef and beetroot casserole 
and watercress dumplings 

(Serves four people) 

900g lean diced braising steak 
30ml seasoned flour 
30ml oil, 2 onions, finely sliced 
3 cooked beetroots (not in 
vinegar), peeled and chopped 
300ml full-bodied red wine 
For the watercress dumplings: 
175g self-raising flour 
75g low-fat suet, pinch salt 
1 bunch watercress, chopped 
60ml cold water 
600ml good, hot beef stock 

1. Put seasoned flour in bowl, add 
the beef cubes and gently coat. 

2. Heat the oil in a large casserole 
dish and brown the meat in 
batches with the onions for three to 
four minutes, stirring occasionally. 

3. Add remaining ingredients, bring 
to boil, cover and cook at 180°c for 
one to two hours, or until the beef 
is tender. 

4. Mix dumpling ingredients, 
adding enough water to form a soft 
dough. Using lightly floured hands, 
shape into eight walnut-sized balls. 

5. Twenty minutes before end of 
cooking, add the dumplings and 
return casserole uncovered. 

6. Serve with honey-glazed carrots 
and new potatoes.

COSTS LANDLORDS 

Tenancy Deposit Protection starts to bite 


Ellis and Co has revealed today that 
landlords who do not conduct good 
inventories when renting out a property 
may leave themselves open to losses 
when the tenancy comes to an end. 
Previously, landlords had control over a 
tenants deposit from the moment it was 
handed over until the day they leave the 
property and it was up to the landlord to 
decide at the end of the tenancy if there 
were grounds to withhold any of the 
deposit - such as ruined carpets or 
damaged cupboards. However, under 
the Tenancy Deposit Protection 
legislation (TDP) that came into effect in 
April 2007, the tenant’s deposit is 
protected and a dispute service set up 
to deal with grievances. 

The inventory has therefore become 
paramount to landlords. A landlord 
without an accurate inventory at the 
start has no come-back on tenants who 
have damaged or even stolen from the 
property. If no records are kept then it 
becomes almost impossible for the 
dispute service to make a fair call. This 
could lead to landlords losing deposits. 
Richard Oughton from Ellis and Co. 
Enfield Town Office, said, “This 
highlights need for awareness about the 
TDP. As letting agents we have 


become very aware of the fact that 
landlords just don’t know, or are 
ignoring the legislation at their peril. 
Research undertaken in the summer of 
2009 found that 36% of landlords

questioned were totally unaware of 
Tenancy Deposit Protection legislation. 
This figure rose to 43% for landlords 
who only had one property*. We 
understand that it can be a minefield 
and we are very happy to discuss 
legislation and assist landlords where 
we can.”

PLETIKOSA 
DEAL CLOSE

TOTTENHAM are closing in on the 
signing of Croatian goalkeeper Stipe 
Pletikosa as manager Harry Redknapp 
looks to strengthen his squad ahead of 
their Champions League campaign. 

The Spartak Moscow keeper, 31, was 
previously linked with a move to 
White Hart Lane in the January trans¬ 
fer window, and would provide compe¬ 
tition to current number one stopper 
Heurelho Gomes. 

Pletikosa, who has 81 international 
caps for his country, would join com¬ 
patriots Luka Modric, Niko Kranjcar 
and Vedran Corluka at the Premier 
League club. 

“We might be taking another 
Croatian, goalkeeper Stipe Pletikosa, 
we have every chance,” Redknapp told 
Croatian Soccer Report. 

“We might be getting him and 
that’s good.” 

It has been a quiet off-season for 
Spurs in the transfer market so far, and 


having missed out on Joe Cole - who 
signed for Liverpool on Monday - 
Redknapp admitted bringing in new 
additions has proved difficult so far. 

“Player-wise it’s difficult really, 
we’re still looking for one or two. We’ll 
have to see who comes up,” he added. 

Meanwhile Tottenham continued 
their pre-season preparations with a 
goalless draw against MLS outfit San 
Jose Earthquakes on their American 
tour on Saturday. 

Missing most of their World Cup 
players, Robbie Keane - back from a 
loan spell at Celtic - was given a 
chance to shine up front and he came 
closest to breaking the deadlock. 

The Irishman saw one effort ruled 
out for offside, before spurning the 
best opening of the game. 

Spurs face the New York Red Bulls, 
who will have former Arsenal striker 
Thierry Henry within their ranks, in 
their next game tomorrow, and wrap up 
their pre-season tour with a contest 
against Sporting Lisbon on Sunday. 



Derby win sees

A NARROW two-wicket win in 
Saturday’s derby match at home to North 
London saw Hornsey climb to the top of 
Division Three of the Middlesex County

North Middlesex go to Enfield on 
Saturday, while Highgate visit Barnes and 
Hornsey host North London.
